And  although  one  can  find 
some  truth  in  most  of  the  stereotypes  that  we  think  belong  in  Switzerland,  it  doesn't  take  long  to  realize  that  these 
things  are  superficial,  like  the  Statue  of  Liberty  or  Disneyland,  the  things  the  tourists  see. 

What  makes  Switzerland  Swiss  are  the  same  things  that  make  America  American  or  France  French.  It's  the  people, 
their  ideas,  their  values.  Understanding  these  things  is  the  difference  between  being  a  tourist  and  living  here  for  a 
year.  The  tourist  will  go  home  with  beautiful  pictures  of  the  Alps,  some  souvenirs  and  maybe  some  stories  about  the 
beautiful  girls  one  can  find  in  the  cafes  and  ski  lodges.  I  hope  to  come  home  with  a  year's  worth  of  new  experiences 
and  with  the  knowledge  of  how  another  people  live. 

But  those  stereotypes  still  come  in  handy.  I  think  about  them  and  they  help  stop  me  from  laughing  when  my 
classmates  here  ask  me  if  it's  true  that  it  never  snows  in  America,  if  every  one  in  New  York  carries  a  gun  or  if  high 
schools  in  the  States  are  really  like  the  one  they  saw  in  "Grease."
